with over 5,000 lineal feet of surface. The 
boards are scattered all over the city in 
the most conspicuous positions, while the 
company is now engaged in establishing a 
new rural route throughout Daviess county. 
Every road in the county off the railroads 
will be covered and will be divided into 
routes, which will be in charge of experi- 
enced men with wagons built for the busi- 
ness. Specially attractive hoardings will 
be erected at all the crossroads and public 
ylaces, 
. Another enterprise on which Messrs. 
Pedley & Burch are about to embark is the 
establishment of bill posting plants in all 
the small towns of Western Kentucky. A 
representative of the company will be sta 
tioned in every town of over 2,000 inhab- 
itants, while the whole system will be 
known as the Owensboro Bill Posting Com- 
pany and the central office will be located 
at Owensboro.

“Before the bill board business was 
modernized, persons passing along the 
street where required to view  vari- 
ous scenery, consisting of piles of coal, 
wood, beer bottles, tin cans, etc. The bill 
board covers a multitude of things that are 
not pleasant to look upon. It is one cheap 
way of covering up nuisances, such as 
mentioned, as well as unsightly cellars, 
abandoned buildings, back yards, etc. 

“The boards do not cost the city any- 
thing, and the men who own them and 
change their appearance often enough to 
make them interesting, pay a licence fee 
into the city. 

“Let the bill board alone—he is not bad.”’ 


LEVYNE’S LETTER. 
Louisville, Ky., July 17, 1902. 
To the Editor of ‘“‘The Billboard:” 

Dear Sir—Here is a city that has had its 
shackels knocked off, and having no re- 
straint upon its progress, find that I can 
now say something good for Louisville, but 
that has only been for the past sixty days. 
This city has a population of 225,000. It 
has 280 locations, the smallest of which 
will take a 20-sheet. Besides eighty distinct 
8-sheet boards. 

In regard to daubs, this city is peculiarly 
situated. It can very easily put up 1,000 
2-sheets, and give a first-class showing on 
the same. 

Mr. Adams, the manager, showed me a 
beautiful wagon, just fresh from the mak- 
ers, that for convenience and up to date 
contrivance beats anything I have ever 
seen. 

In regard to the center showing, they 
haven't many, but what they have is strict- 
ly first class. I notice that all boards are 
well blanked with 9-inch ox-blood paper. 

Col. John Whallen, president, is a man of 
strong individuality, and financially stands 
with the highest in Louisville ( should have 
also said politically), and with his whole- 
sale liquors and his Spring Bank Water, 
his theatrical interests and his bill posting 
a} makes him far from being a ‘* Weary 
Willie.’ 

The Consolidated has also the plants in 
New Albany and Jeffersonville, Ind., whose 
population is 15,000 and 25,000, respectively, 
and their plant in those cities are equal to 
the demands made upon it. Of all the 
visits I have made in this city in the past 
three years, it is only now that I could 
conscientiously say a kind word for this 
plant, and being such a personal friend to 
all concerned, I have ever refrained from 
mentioning it in my letters, but when I see 
them digging post holes, getting new loca- 
tions, ordering lumber, almost building a 
new house for their headquarters, and us- 
ing all the energy that an ‘“‘Eddy Donnelly” 
would use, I am compelled to give vent to 
my pent-up ‘‘blarney.”’ 

Col. Jim Whallen just came in as I am 
writing this letter, and told me that they 
were going to make a representative bill 
posting plant out of Louisville; a plant that 
the fraternity could point to with pride, and 
knowing the determination of this man, I 
am positive that he will keep his word. 

Mr. Editor, it has been my good fortune 
in the past to have spoken about pretty

RE-DISTRIBUTING. 

The fellowing very able paper on a timely 
and interesting topic was read at the con- 
vention of the Associated Bill Posters and 
Lisirib.ters by Mr. Donald G. Ross, of the 


Protective Company, and is published with’ 


his permission: 
Mr. President and Members of the Conven- 
tion: . 

Any opportunity that is accorded me to 
bring about a better understanding between 
the advertiser sending out distributing mat- 
ter and the. member of this association re- 
ceiving the same is appreciated by me, and 
while I do not want to appear in an ad- 
visory capacity, still if my remarks bring 
about any discussion that will tend to the 
betterment of service—really the most im- 
portant factor to consider—the chances are 
that new ideas will spring up with mutual 
benefit. 

Undoubtedly present is 


every person 


| aware of the conditions that led up to the 


formation of this association; how success- 
ful the efforts have proven is best demon- 
strated by the attendance at this conven- 
tion. 

The remarks I am about to make should 
be qualified here by saying that it will be 
necessary to give a short, retrospective 
history of the formation of the association, 
as it bears directly on the point I wish to 


) illustrate. 


The average bill poster of the past was 
not graduated from any big college, nor 
was his business experience in many cases 
of the best, and consequently bill posting, 
which in old times needed little if any 
capital, was at the mercy of anyone merely 
adopting the name, and the service given 
was at about a par. 

The seller, recognizing the value of post- 
er advertising, used it until his patience 
gave out, and then, figuring that he could 
not reconcile his laid-down business prin- 
ciples with continued loss and more trouble, 
switched back to his older, but more ex- 
perienced acquaintance—the newspaper. 

This awakened the bill poster with a bi 
and costly plant, to effect a system o 
handling work and secure responsible men, 
such as would give the advertiser the serv- 
ice he paid for and was entitled to, and by 
such means keep him on the boards. 

The old idea that a new advertiser (some- 
times called another name) was born every 
minute did not seem to hold, or was worn 


out. 

These big bill posters figured that an 
order given for 100 towns, where ninety 
gave efficient service and according to con- 
tract, could easily be killed when it came 
to renewal, by the remaining ten, who 
merely sent in a list of imaginary locations 
and in some cases the sending of a Dill 
alone was considered sufficient and quite 
enough trouble and expense to incur. 

How these organizers have succeeded in 
the work of improvement you all know, and 
I am glad to say they are not only entitled 
to, but I know have the great thanks of the 
association at large. 

The advertiser now recognizes the ~ al 
tem and credit developed, and the ability 
used in handling their orders, and in place 
of the number of national advertisers in 
the whole country, that it used to be stated 
could be counted on the fingers of both 
hands, you are getting into fields at one 
time held tight and fast by newspapers, 
magazines and other independent methods 
—people who at one time laughed at the 
idea that anything such as a poster could 
sell goods or make a market for a new 
article. Witness to-day on the boards, 
billiard tables, locomotives, high-class per- 
fumes, sealskin garments, town sites, new 
books, and even the disavowing newspaper 
and magazine does not hesitate taking pe- 
riodical turns at the game. Contrast this 
showing against the time when a tobacco 
or an oatmeal was about the limit. 

However, with all this progress it came 
to be known in course of time that there 
was still a missing link to make the work 
complete and smooth, 

The advertiser, under the influence of 
eloquent editorials appearing in the dailies, 
and knowing that his labors were much 
jightened by a complete advertisement in 
one medium, began to complain, and right- 
ly so, that the poster as a drawing power 
had but one side—namely, to make a name 
well-known; it would reproduce a package 
or a figure beautiful in colors, and would 
throw out an 18-inch letter so that it could 
not be overlooked, but it lacked the power 
of explanation. 

The argument in behalf of the advertised 
article, say a medicine, was lacking on the 
poster itself, and the newspaper, by using 
sufficient space, could throw out a big dis- 
play head and print underneath an illustra- 
tion a letter of testimony, which would go 
far toward ee the reader and 
eventually sell the goods. The cost, to be 
sure, was far greater, but even at that it 
was economy, as the printed testimonial 
completed the argument and clinched the 
result. 

To offset this, one of the largest painted 
display advertising firms planned a joint 
method of painted displays to make the 
trade-mark known and use in connection 
smaller newspaper space for the argument. 
This proved a success, and the opening so 
well demonstrated was adopted by poster 
solicitors and posting bore a share of the 
new business thus created. So far so good 
—you had accomplished two important ob- 
jects; the first, the fact of the association 
itself, and the second that you could score 
as a part in a newspaper campaign, but the 
newspaje" * = still an easy, but by no 
means tule. ‘cader, 

The poster was bitterly fought at every 
turn by the press, who sought to discredit 
it on the plea of defacing the landscape, 
danger to pedestrians from falling boards 
offending the aesthetic taste of municipal 
art leagues, who found a convenient at- 
tack under a common cause on a subject 
they at last knew something about, be- 
cause they could see the posters all around 
—and various other real or imaginary ob- 
jections, excepting the real and only par- 


tially concealed selfish motive, viz., that 
posting was cutting into their trade. 

In order to make a clean break from the 
hewspapers, ete., a plan had to be devised 
and adopted that would make posting the 
head of an independent advertising method 
by securing an assisting medium (the miss- 
ing link), which would give the lacking ar- 
gument in detail, and then cut out the 
hewspapers, etc., excepting in such cases 
as Where they would be used for reinfore 
ing and secondary purposes only, 

Distributing was considered—to be sure, 
a distribution of booklets was excellent and 
just what would fill the bill, but the sery- 
ice was so bad that even the able men 
that brought about the Associated Bill 
Posters hesitated at the task. 

Every evidence of the value of distribu- 
tion and what the advertisers thought of 
it was around them. Some of the individ- 
ual medical houses, placing as high as 
thiriy million pieces in a single year. 

But each house had a different plan of 
work. The best and surest was to send 
out their men. It was costly but produced 
the results, On the subject of reducing 
this heavy expense the advertiser was in- 
variably interested and always willing to 
talk on any suggestion that gave evidence 
of abating the cost and would look into thr: 
same very carefully. 

Then these organizers before mentionet! 
took up the hard task and at the last annu- 
al meeting held in Buffalo they made an- 
nouncement of their plan of bettering the 
distributing servic eand establishing it with 
posting as a combined method of the sys- 
tems,

atagonism was offered for 
I could find no foundation, 
but to-day, gentlemen, the Associate Bill 
Posters and Distributors of the United 
States and Canada is an undisputable fact 
and the advertisers so recognizes and In- 
dorses it. 

In this manner you have freed posting 
and distributing from any dependency upon 
other media and you can in a spirit of 
perfect freedom, as well as reason, offer 
to the advertiser as clean and effective a 
proposition as offered by and _ other 
claimed exclusive method, and yours has 
the advantage by being cheaper—a fact 
which can easily be proven when compara- 
tive estimates are made. 

So far I have been rather general but I 
hope the point I have endeavored to make 
does not influence you so that you feel that 
perfection has been reached at last and 
all that is now necessary is to shake hands. 
As a matter of fact the hardest part is to 
come. 

The new association is a substantial real- 
ity, but what about the service given in 
distributing? The organization is complete 
in name and annoucement only. We still 
find the 90 good men and the 10 who are 
either dishonest, or at least careless. 

The ninety must get after the balance. 
If the ten are lax in any manner they 
should be made to do better or get out, 
and the work become satisfactory to the 
advertiser, who only buys your goods when 
you have what he wants. There is no rea- 
son why the member who gives honest 
service should lose future work through 
the odium of the careless one, 

With the endorsements of some of the 
largest bill posters, who were distributors 
as well, I obtained several contracts from 
some of the biggest medical houses in the 
ccuntry, and since the meeting last sum- 
mer the Protective Company has placed 
many millions of pieces, and on the whole 
with fair success. I can not say the suc- 
cess has been all that could be wished for, 
as in some instances the work done by the 
individual distributor could be much im- 
proved on, but each succeeding distribution 
proves better, excepting in certain cases 
now being investigated. 

Your assistant secretary is probably bet- 
ter experienced in the technical handling of 
distributing matter than any other person 
connected with the Association, and his 
work is, as appears to me, to be of gradual 
and augmential success, as the uniform 
handling of the matter is one that he 
strongly and persistently enforces on all 
distributors alike. This very important 
feature is not fully appreciated y all 
members, I think, and five times the pres- 
ent effort would not be amiss in laying 
out directions and establishing a uniform 
system as to how the work should be per 
formed. The big advertisers are watching 
you, and every step forward is at once 
noticed. Every time an advertiser ac. 
knowledges you it is so much for trade, and 
that is what you are after, because every 
distributor is a possible poster as well. 

The question of price, next to service is 
most important. You have in some manner 
accepted $2 as a flat rate, but why I do not 
know. Conditions favorable to making 
money on the work vary; for instance, one 
thousand books can be placed house-to- 
house in Philadelphia in less time than 
you can place five hundred in Duluth or 
Buffalo. The reason is obvious. Still, with 
all the uncertainties of a $2 rate, I have 
been informed when trying to get $2 from 
a general advertiser that many of the Asso- 
clation members will contract for $1.50 
when work is placed direct, while in some 
cases a $1 rate has been made. Of course, 
you know what doing the impossible 
means, and some of the national distrib- 
utors who are paying at least $10 to have 
the work done by their own men prefer to 
keep on at that price, as they have but one 
opinion of the dollar man. They figure 
that no man can honestly place over 1,000 
books a day on an average, and how the 
employing distributor gets square is a 
question, 

On the other hand, right at this moment 
one of the biggest medical firms in the 
United States 1 sending out printed con- 
tract forms to every distributor, associa- 
tion and all FS ya on alike, and these 
firms have $1.50 printed In. Sometimes the 
$1.50 is scratched and $2.50 filled In. This 
bid is not accepted unless it be the lowest. 
Again, the $1.50 is often erased and $1.25 
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put in, but the lower In the case with this 
advertiser is invariably taken, 

Now that you want to make the business 
profitable, it is mot very encouraging to 
the solicitor trying to get at least the $2 
rate to find this out. ‘The minimum rate 
of a solicitor being $2, the only argument 
be can make with an advertiser is the 
standing of the Association. Sometimes 
this wins, but more often not. 

I have in mind also a distributor who 
made a rate to the advertiser of $1.75 per 
thousand. The Protective Company se 
cured the general contract, and were 
charged by this distributor $2. If that dis- 
tributor was fair to the solicitor he would 
have charged the advertiser at least $2. 
and if he were fair to the Association he 
would help the solicitor so as to be able 
1o make a minimum rate of $2.50 and back 
his price up with service so as to make the 
idvertiser know it was cheaper in the end 
than any lower price. 

The question of price is one to be dis- 
cussed, and also the matter of bow the 
solicitor should be recognized. Rates should 
be made as fast and hard as in posting, ana 
} tell you, gentlemen, I can say on Behalf 
of the advertiser that you will get your 
price if you give corresponding service, 

Another point the advertiser does not 
like is the watering of your estimates. Why 
do some ask for 4,000 books to cover a 
town of 10,000 population when the ratio 
of 1 in 5 is considered fair? Advertisers 
don’t want their matter wasted. Find out 
the exact number required to make an ac- 
tual house-to-house distribution, and send 
a record to the solicitor; or, better, adver- 
tise it in the official organ. 

Another case is the feeling that a solicitor 
has no right to send them work they have 
always had before from the house direct. 
To be sure, this is a little disappointing, 
but be reasonable. Some other member 
never had it before, and the general cir- 
culation of work will soon be many times 
greater. If your motto is “Stick to me, and

Milwaukee, and was anticipating much 
pleasure, but was taken ill just at that 
time, and am only now getting all right 
again. My business is good. All boards 
full at present. Am building 500 feet of 
new boards. This will make me 2,500 feet 
of fence boards, and will be further in- 
creased as demands require. Pensacola is 
improving every day. The Panama Canal 
will make her boom.” 

The Bill Posting Sign Company, of Phil- 
adelphia, has been very busy lately. In ad- 
dition to the number of large contracts that 
they have made for national bill posting, 
they have been erecting a large number of 
bulletins for the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, advertising Royal Bengal Cigars. 
These bulletins are located on the railroads 
between Philadelphia and New York and 
between Philadelphia and Atlantie City, N. 

The bill posting plant in Atlantic City, 
which is operated and controlled by this 
company, is now full to its capacity, as it 
is every summer. This plant is so ar- 
ranged that bills are posted on both sides 
of the boards, and the same service is given 
as if only one side was used. 

A war has been raging at New Britain, 
Conn., between Gilbert & Lynch, theatrical 
managers, who control the bill board priv- 
ileges in the city, and a man who owns a 
fruit stand in front of one of the bill 
boards. The trouble came about in this 
way: The fruit monger was given permis- 
sion to erect an awning, an the awning 
concealed the bill board. The lessees of the 
bill board tore the awning down. The fruit 
seller engaged a lawyer, and the case was 
argued for a considerable length of time, 
but in the end the lawyer went on his way. 
The bill board can still be seen, and the 
Italian fruit seller has an awning rolled up 
under his stand.

Wherefore great advertisers 
and progressive metropolitan newspapers 
will not permit any wanton interference 
withoutdoor publicity. The very nature of 
the business compels steady improvement— 
moral and artistic—no less than commercial 
and administrative.—Milwaukee Sentinel. 

Every commercial advertiser will agree 
that Drinters’ Ink made a great concession 
in favor of poster advertising when it pub- 
lished the following: “It is not explained 
why news papers which devote so much 
care, time and money upon the news, com- 
ment and miscellany of their columns, and 
which, as well, display such Zeal in secur- 
ing advertisements, should leave, as often- 
times is the case, to unskilled and inartistic 
mechanics the whole matter of setting u 
and arranging advertisements. As aepend 
ence is had chiefly upon the advertisement 
columns for the revenue of the paper, it 
would seem to be the part of common pru- 
dence to make most attractive this part of 
the paper. It would pay any of the great 
daily newspapers to have a department of 
design for advertising and to have in it 
men with original and pleasing ideas.

RE JACK COUSINS’ ARREST. 
New York City, July 14, 1902. 
Editor “‘The Billboard:” 

In answer to the current story concerning 
Jack Cousins’ arrest and his\ skipping with 
four horses that belonged ‘to Mr. Har- 
greaves, I wash to state that Cousins was 
in New York with the horses, and that both 
managers knew his whereabouts all the 
time, as they had visited him\at his home 
during the winter on several different oc- 
casions, 

These are the facts of the case: Cousins 
took one horse with which to play engage- 
ments, and, unfortunately, the horse died, 
and he returned. Mr. Hargreaves called at 
our house July 15 and 16, and in\ the pres- 
ence of Cousins’ family and others, every- 
thing was arranged satisfactory for Cous- 
ins to go on to the show and break horses 
and run the show and have full) charge. 
Cousins asked Hargreaves if White would 
be satisied with the arrangement, and Mr. 
Hargreaves replied that he would, Then 
Cousins told him that if there was going 
to be any trouble he would prefer ta have 
it occur in New York City, where he \could 
defend himself. However, Mr. Hargreaves 
gave his word that all the trouble was over 
and they went ou to get performers. Cous- 
ins was to meet Hargreaves at 7 p.\m., 
which he did, taking his satchel with him, 
and the two men started for Chester \to- 
gether. That was the last Cousins has seen 
of Hargreaves. He evidently was ashamed 
of his work, and cleared out. 

White appeared on the scene, and ar- 
rested Cousins on the charge of drinking 
all day, and immediately Cousins saw the 
plot they had laid for him. White and Har- 
greaves say that every time Cousins has 
been in Chester he was drinking, and I 
leave it to public opinion whether or not a 
man can be held responsible when he under 
the influence of liquor. Everything was cut 
and dried on their side in regard to Cous- 
ins’ arrest. That he was arrested by a Pin- 
kerton detective is not true, unless Har- 
greaves himself is one. This is only an 
outside of the trouble. Cousins was to get 
paid for the horse he broke last spring a 
year ago, and he never did. Only two 
horses were used that season, as they were 
last winter, but Cousins boarded the horses 
all winter, and I hold receipts to prove this. 
He also paid for feed for them during the 
summer, as otherwise there were days they 
would have had only one feed. Hargreaves 
owed Cousins, in fact, nearly $600 when the 
show closed.

We have always contended that the page 
of “The Billboard’ in point of size was the 
handiest and best of any paper in its class. 
We are no longer alone in this belief. Last 
week Harpers’ Weekly discarded the old 
unwieldy blanket sheet and came down to 
the size of “The Billboard.’

The English bill posters sailed for home 
from Montreal, July 17. Their last word 
was a promise to return again. The visit 
may result in an international alliance be 
tween the two associations and an annual 
exchange of delegates. It will be a dis 
tinet advantage to both organizations if. it 
can be brought about. 


The valne of an agricultural fair is well 
nigh incomprehensible. The facet of our 
having annual fairs and expositions 
throughout every nook and corner of this 
great country is not merely consequential 
to the fact that no other industry—no, not 
all other industries combined, contribute so 
much to the wealth of our land as does 
agriculture. The fair is not merely the 
complement of success. It is and was pri- 
marily an institution designed for the pur- 
pose of ameliorating the industry by the 
comparison of means and methods and of 
results. Has it served its purpose? The 
very question is ambiguous and supertluous. 


From the farm comes nearly all the raw 
material that feeds and clothes mankind, 
and from the farm and the woods nearly 
all the raw material, either in a state of 
nature or wrought upon, which is the sub- 
ject of sale or exchange. Farm products 
constitute the great piston that moves traf 
fic and travel, besides supplying much of 
the freight conveyed by common carriers. 
One single season of general agricultural 
adversity would result in stagnation of 
trade everywhere, and the repetition of 
such a calamity would be conducive of al- 
most universal bankruptcy. 

Such is the important part that the in- 
dustry of agriculture plays upon the stage 
of business and enterprise. There are num- 
berless side issues and ramifications de- 
pendent upon it, as the twig and shoot are 
dependent upon the main trunk for life and 
support. Agricultural fairs and shows are 
indissolubly allied with agricuitural pros- 
perity—not merely as a sequence, but rather 
2s a potent factor in bringing that pros 
perity about. Favorable weather conditions 
will not make a profitable season in a see 
tion where the breezes of progress have 
never stirred into being the knowledge and 
practice of scientific application by the 
farmer. A profitable season, when feed is 
plentiful and disease is unknown, will not 
produce the finest of stock in a section 
where the producer of stock is still in the 
thrall of iznorance. 

What a great medium the agricultural 
fair has been in overcoming these obstacles! 
The fair is the greatest agricultural stimu 
lant known. The fact of the competition 
aroused is only one spoke in the wheel. It 
is at the fair that the most momentous 
discoveries are made known and where in- 


controvertible testimony is given as to the 
value or otherwise of scientific experiment, 
and the results attained by its ingenious ap- 
plication to material that could not be so 
thoroughly promulgated in years without 
a fair. The fair is the farmers’ diet. Its 
resnits are cumulative. The rivalry excited 
is incentive to a higher standard of labor. 
The common farmer is ameliorated and the 
followers of the whole craft are enlight- 
ened. 


It is the height of folly to allow a fair 
association to become disorganized. The 
locality should never permit it. The county 
or district fair should be locally fostered 
and contributed to. The attractions at a 
fair besides the regular exhibits are a sort 
of spice and dessert which afford a recrea- 
tion that sharpens the mind of the agricul- 
turist, render.ng it receptive of the ad- 
vanced ideas which the exhibits and com- 
parisons suggest. Besides, these attractions 
bring many to the grounds who would 
otherwise remain away. 


NERVES VS. FLESH. 

Considering the question of adiposity on 
the stage, Hilary Bell, of the New York 
Press, says: Generally considered thin peo- 
ple are of a nervous temper, while fat folk 
are phlegmatic. It is the nerve force rather 
than the brain that aids in the drama. 
Actors of a sensitive disposition seldom 
eat much, drink much or sleep much. Leslie 
Carter, the greatest of modern emotional 
actresses of the native school, lives on her 
nerves rather than on victuals and drink. 
She is a thin woman. Maude Adams is 
thinner still, but she has no appetite for 
anything except study. Joseph Jefferson is 
t Walking shadow. Edwin Booth was flesh- 
less. Sir Henry Irving could play castanets 
ym his ribs if he were of a musical quality. 
Eleonora Tuse is next door to nothing be- 
low her chin. Lawrence Barrett was gaunt. 
Sol Smith Russell was emaciated. Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell has no dimples. The 
hinness of Sarah Bernhardt is a French 
proverb. Annie Russell weighs 100 pounds. 
Willinm Gillette little more, Cora Potter 
will need a small soffin. 

All of these are or were nervous in tem- 
perament, to which inheritance a great part 
of their fortune in the drama is or was due. 
Such performance is the strenuous life. It 
entails dancing, fencing, athletics in vari- 
sus exercises and continuous effort of head 
ind body. These endeavors, combined with 
ibstemious living, mortify the flesh. Maude 
Adams has no time to become symmetrical. 
She throws more force into one perform- 
ince than the plump leading lady of a 
‘heap stock company can arrive at in a 
year. When the play is done Miss Adams 
s almost done for. Throughout the long 
run of “Zaza,” Mrs. Carter was so much 
‘xhausted by the fourth act that almost 
‘very evening she was carried off the stage 
n hysterics. Mme. Duse puts so much of 
rer soul into her performance that she is 
norbid, inelancholy and out of health. 

In the ys of her artistic prime Clara 
Morris was a physical wreck, but 
since she ceased acting her frame has 
zrown robust, plump and = hearty. Rose 
‘oghlan and Ada Rehan made their fame 
while they were slender, but lost it when 
hey lost their lines. Fine acting is hard 
vork, hard work does away with super- 
lnous flesh, and there you are. Bad acting 
s easy work, easy work is fattening, and 
here you are again. If one of the rural 
‘irenit heroines had a chance to appear 
vfore a New York audience and a proper 
mbition to win its applause, she could take 
n her waist line four inches before a week 
vas over. Even Mrs. Fiske trembled on her 
irst night at the Manhattan Theater and 
aded visibly in size. The actor on his 
nettle must throw away all impedimenta, 
s Greek runners cast aside their cloaks in 
1 race, 

Yet it must not be supposed from these 
‘vidences that dramatie genius clings to 
vones and abhors dimples. There = are 
vorthy actors who are fat and execrable 
ictors who are lean. Constant Coquetin, 
‘or example. is ruddy and of a fair coun- 
enance, and no finer comedian treads the 
yoards. Richard Mansfield is well favored 
vith calves of the rounded proportions de- 
nanded of footmen, and he is one of our 
nost considerable players. Hilda Spong 
vas as full of dimples as an egg is of meat, 
nd no more engaging actress ever won 
miles at Daly's. Lillian Russell is as round 
s she is beautiful, and so clever in comedy 
hat David Belasco means to star her next 
eason. Before her recent severe illness, 
Blanche Bates was a heavy weight, and 
he is a remarkably gifted actress. Poor 
teorgia Cayvan used to worry over her 
ivoirdupois at the Lyceum, yet she was its 
nost distinguished leading woman. May 
rwin is a good deal the shape of a barrel, 
‘et nobody on the stage displays finer skill 
n farce. 

On the other hand, Dan Daly is a clumsy 
ietor, alchough in form he resembles a lamp 
yost. Bessie Tyree never has had much 
necess in acting, although she is slender to 
i degree, Yvette Guilbert could have crept 
hrough an alderman’s ring, yet she failed 
is an actress. PBeerbohm Tree is emaciated 
n frame and not of great merit in talent. 
Mr. Faversham and Mr. Hackett have not 

»umnel weight in the seales or in art as 
fr. Sothern. Going further back into these 
iesnes, it may he observed that = Amelia 
Summerville, who was an exceedingly amus 
ag comedienne so long as she remained fat, 
ost ber humor when she became thin and 
locrensed in fame as she fell in weight. 
AJinnie Maddern Fiske, however, has come 
nto plumpness and completeness of art to- 
rether. - 

Therefore, in this matter there is no exact 
iwte ge by. The rural actresses to whose 
vart our correspondent objected, while he 
pplauded their nature, are not poor players 
wenuse they are plentiful in flesh, but be 
sause they are deficient in talent.

Great damage was also 
lone to hay by rain and hail that had been 
nt but not stored in the barns in these see 
jens. 

Conditions in Arkansas are probably bet 
ter than they are in any other Southern 
State, where the prospects are very good 
for a large cotton crop and a large corn 
‘rep. 

The cection of Minnesota contiguous to 
Vergus Falls and Henning suffered greatly 
eset week from rain and bail storms. Crops 
within a radius of fifteen miles are a total 
loss. and farmers who were expecting the 
inest crops are now plowing their fie'ds.

“LA TRAVIATA” 


Warmly Received by Cincinnatiars 
Mme. Frida Ricci Already a 
Favorite. 


“La Traviata’? was warmly received at 
Chester Park Sunday night. 

The first presentation of the work was 
made more memorable by the debut locally 
of Mme. Frida Rieci, who has been engaged 
as the prima donna of the company for the 
rest of the season. This operatic Marguer 
ite Gautier, or Violetta Valery, as the role 
is known in opera, furnished the prima 
donna a role that will serve to make her a 
strong favorite with the park patrons. She 
brings to the role the rich experience of the 
trained singer and histrionie ability, in con 
nection with her excellent vical efforts, 
that lends material aid in making her work 
stand out prominentiy. Unfortunately. the 
role is one that takes the singer to such an 
extent that she did not care to risk singing 
it in English. This explains a rather incon 
gruous state of affairs in last night's pro 
duction, for while all the others sang in 
English, Mme.

She has the rich experience of the trained 
singer behind her. The patrons of the park 
are somewhat disappointed, however, by 
her singing her role in Italian, as it is so 
difficult she does not care to risk singing it 
in English. 

Individually, however, there was nothing 
left to be asked for as a successor to Miss 
Norwood, and the park management is 
rather fortunate in securing as pleasing an 
artist as Mme. Rieci to undertake this none 
too easy task.

The Itan-Nic-Nics, the so-called secret 
order having the Cincinnati Fall Festival 
parade in charge, held a meeting last week, 
and a large class was initiated. The so- 
ciety reported that they had appointed the 
captains and lieutenants of the twenty 
floats and that they had appointed the 
twenty outriders that are to accompany 
each float. The commander-in-chief of the 
parade was authorized to appoint a staff 
of thirty, making altogether about 300 men 
who will appear on horseback with the 5vv 
men on the floats in character costumes, 
together with 200 footmen, which makes 
over 1,000 men in costume in the pageant. 
The floats are rapidly nearing completion 
und several thousand dollars more will be 
spent on them than last year, so that it 
will be the finest night exhibition ever seen 
in the Middle West, 

A unique feature of the Cincinnati Fall 
Festival will be the children’s ballet and 
juvenile theater under a 100-foot round-top 
tent in Washington Park. Entrance will 
be through a circular mystic labyrinth 
around the theater, leading visitors through 
a maze of mirrors to an elevator, which will 
lower them into a bottomless pit, across 
a moving bridge and through a cave of the 
winds, where gusts of air will send hats 
flying. Pitfalls and surprises will be at 
every turn, and at the end a trolley car 
will be boarded and a fast ride wiil take 
the visitors to the door of the theater. 
‘the maze, it is said, will make it appear 
that miles have been covered. In the the- 
ater a children’s ballet of forty under Miss 
Schuster, the dramatic teacher, will be the 
attraction, to which will be added a dozen 
or more juvenile actors who have made 
hits in the vaudeville houses. Among the 
little folks already engaged are Edith and 
Ethel Fries, of Cincinnati, and Elsie Keip, 
Marie Snowden, Vera Halli and Hazel Rice, 
from Chicago and New York. The idea of 
the mystic maze surrounding the theater Is 
original with Robert Reynolds, one of the 
festival directors, who will superintend the 
building. 

The following communication was _ re- 
ceived from a correspondent in Henderson, 
Ky.: “Henderson's big three-day celebra- 
tion was a grand success. It consisted of 
horse racing, bicycle racing, a grand bar- 
becue and other free attractions. Morelli, 
the sensational cyclist who rides down a 
pair of steps 75 feet high, 114 feet long, at 
an agle of 45 degrees, was injured in his 
practice ride, breaking his collar-bone and 
shoulder in two places, rendering him un- 
able to ride the Fourth. Morelli is un- 
questionably one of the most daring riders 
of the age, yet this is his first accident.

One 
of the features of the celebration was the 
well-known Bergen and Parson acrobatic 
team. This is one of the neatest and cley- 
erest acrobatic teams we have ever seen, 
and they certainly made good here. 
Charles Parsons, one of the acrobats, 
thinks he broke the world’s record for 
hand walking. Parson walked down Mo- 
relli's tower, a distance of 114 feet, at an 
angle of 45 degrees. The celebration was 
promoted by the hustling secretary of the 
Tri-County Fair, Mr. Jacob Zimbro, Jr., 
and Mr. Jos. B. Borders, formerly of Bo- 
stock-Ferari, and success certainly crowned 
their efforts.”’

AIRSHIP CONTEST. 


Rules and Regulations Governing the 
Competition at St. Louis 
Exposition. 

FILLER—ST. FAIR.. .. Tee ee 
The Louisiana Purehase “Exposition has 
appropriated the sum of two hundred thou 
sand dollars for an aeronautical competition 
and exhibition. Of this, a sum of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars is offered as a grand 
prize, to be competed for and awarded un- 
der the rnles and conditions hereinafter pre- 
scribed, Vifty thousand dollars has been 
appropriated for minor and subsidiary 
prizes for competitions between airships, 
balloons, airship motors, kites, ete. The 
remaining fifty thousand dollars is_ re- 
served for the expense incident to the com- 

petition. 

The rules and regulations governing the 
competition are as follows: 

The competition is open to all without 
iimitation as to the power used or mechan- 
ical principles involved. 

No applicant shall be admitted to the 
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tory evidence of having at some time made 
flight over at least a mile course and re- 
turn with a machine similar in principle to 
tbat which he proposes to use in the com- 
pett.on. The submission of this evidence 
may le delayed to within ten days of the 
firs: competitive trial, if reasonable cause 
for such delays seems to exist. ‘The Aero- 
nactical Jury may rule out, after due in- 
vostigation, any machine deemed too haz- 
ardous to life. 

All preliminary entries shall be considered 
as confidential. 

No vehicle shall be admitted to the con- 
test which requires any permanent and vis- 
ible connection with the earth, or which 
is not absolutely free in its flight after the 
start is made. 

As an evidence of good faith, an entrance 
fee of two hundred and fifty dollars 
will be required, which will be refunded 
when the exhibitor occupies the place as- 
signed him with an apparatus conforming 
to the rules. 

Each vehicle sall carry at least one person 
during its flight. 

The competitor making the best average 
speed in strict accordance with these rules 
and regulations, provided that he has made 
the entire course three times at an average 
speed of not less than twenty miles an hour 
each time, shall be awarded the grand prize 
of one hundred thousand dollars, together 
with a suitable diploma, medal or certifi- 
cate, 

There will be four minor prizes consisting 
as follows: First prize, $3,500; second prize, 
So.000> third prize, $2,000; fourth prize, $1,- 
™W, These shall be awarded in order of 
speed to the four competitors coming near- 
est to the record of the winner of the grand 
prize, provided that each of them shall, at 
least, have made the full course’ three 
times, and each time at an average speed 
of at least ten miles an hour. Each winner 
of one of these prizes shall receive a suit- 
able diploma, medal or certificate recording 
his achievement. 

The prescribed course will begin and end 
in the athletic amphitheater adjoining the 
neronautic stabling ground in the exposition 
enclosure. If for any reason this appears 
to be impracticable, the Aeronautical Jury 
may permit the start and finish to be from 
other parts of the aeronautic enclosure. 

The course will be shaped like the letter 
I, one leg being the shorter and in full view 
from all parts of the exposition grounds, It 
will be marked by three captive balloons 
(at points marked A-1, A-2 and A-3 in dia- 
gram herewith). The starting point will be 
the angle B. The aeronaut shall have his 
choice of the direction in which to start, 
but he shall turn around the captive bal- 
loons A-2 and A-3 in opposite directions, 
that is, one to the right and the other to 
the left. 

The length of the entire course will not 
be less than ten miles (16 kilameters) nor 
more than tifteen miles (24 kilometers), 
reckoned in an air line from center to cen- 
ter of the captive balloons, the exact length 
and direction being determined and accur- 
ately measured by the International Jury 
having charge of the contests. 

The grand prize shall be awarded to the 
competitor whose average speed during his 
soap fastest trips around the course shall 
be the greatest, according to the rules and 
regulations, 

Every competitor will have the privilege, 
at any trial of passing over the course, 
without stopping, as many times as he de- 
sires in a continuous flight, and in such 
ease his time as recorded by the judges 
shallbe the average time in which he covers 
the full course, but this shall count as but 
one trip. 

Every competitor shall make as many 
trials as he chooses within the hereinafter 
prescribed dates. No trial will be consid- 
ered by the judges, in which he does not go 
around the prescribed course once, and the 
navigato: must make during the period al- 
lotted for the contests at least three com- 
plete trips around the course. The average 
time made on each of his three best trips 
must be at the rate of at least twenty miles 
an hour, including the time consumed in the 
starting and landing, reckoning from the 
time that the vehicle parts free of the 
ground or starting stage, until his car 
again touches the earth within a radius of 
fifty yards from the starting point, without 
serious injury to either man or apparatus. 

Each contestant’s official time shall be 
the average of his records of his three best 
trips. 

The average speed of the machine shall be 
computed for the actual air line distance 
over the ground, making no allowance for 
the wind or for deviations from straight 
lines to or from the captive balloons. 

The competitive flights must take place 
between the Ist day of June and the 30th 
day of September, 1904, inclusive. The 
specific weeks for the trials will be deter- 
mined by the International Jury and an- 
nounced in advance. Each competitor must 
make at least one trial within each of said 
weeks, but he may choose his own day or 
days, which must be days on which the 
exposition gates are open to the public, and 
such choice must be announced to the 
judges before midnight of the day previous, 
so that announcements may be published in 
the morning papers. 

The start must be made between 10 
o'clock a.m. and sunset. 

If on Sept. 30 it shall appear that two or 
mere competitors have made equal records, 
the jury shalt prescribe a further trial or 
trials under the same rules and regulations 
aus have governed the preceding contests. 

The successful competitor must give three 
exhibition flights after Sept. 30, but the 
award shall be in no way affected by the 
success or failure of such exhibitions. In 
order, hower, to insure such exhibitions 
taking place, the exposition company may 
withhold 30 per cent. of the total grand 
prize, and pay one-third of the amount thus 
withheld to the successful competitor after 
xeach of said three exhibtions,

I'll stick to you.’ as I have often heard 
quoted, give the solicitor some support, 

Different advertisers have different in- 
structions to be observed in connection 
with their distributing. No matter how 
different, remember if you order your 
house painted white you are not going to 
pay for a job done in black. Give the 
advertiser what he buys, and you will get 
your pay. 

Suggestions, or rather instructions, from 
the secretary should be closely followed, 

nd if it eases the solicitor’s work it means 
the same for you. Answer letters and send 
bills. No member on this floor can appre- 
ciate the difficulty the Protective Company 
has met with in obtaining attention. The 
missionary work done by this company has 
been valuable, even if accomplished at a 
loss 

Bill posters sometimes not only try to, 
but actually succeed in killing the goose 
that lays the golden egg. Only a few 
weeks ago a large advertiser informed me 
he nad placed his posting and distributing 
through the solicitor who had created him 
as a patron of the system. On checking 
work, his representatives found poor serv- 
ice, and complaining to the bill poster, was 
lativ told that better service could not be 
civen under the circumstances, ‘They had 
to pay the solicitor a commission of 16 2-3 
per cent., and it was too heavy a rake-off; 
if they could get the work direct they 
would give the advertiser the benefit. 
This advertiser did try it, and found the 
service even worse than before, and then 
made the remark that the member that 
wonld knife the Association would use him 
the same, and he got his deserts, 

Those solicitors that represent the Asso- 
ciition absolutely, represent your interests 
entirely—meeting all kinds of arguments 
and inthnences bronght to bear on behalf of 
ompeting lines, and who have no other 
axe to grind. in the shape of wholesale 
1 retail departments, for anything de- 

nded should be not only recognized, but 
preferred, 

I de not want a bigoted feeling to be 
raised, but is it not fair that the solicitor 
that represents posting, distributing and 
outdoor display alone should get first recog 
nition? His work is in your behalf, as 
well as the advertiser, because the latter 
merely buys your own peculiar services, 
which I am glad to say can now be con- 
sidered effective and independent. 

I would like to digress a moment here 
by bringing to mention a slightly outside 
matter in one sense, but in the proper light 
one that I consider of the highest import- 
ance. I speak of the official organ of the 
Associntion—the Bill Poster and Display 
Advertising. 

Through competent handling it is now 
the closest read advertising journal in the 
eountry, not only because it represents 
outdoor advertising, so little understood by 
so many of our national advertisers, and 
who is now independent of other influences, 
trying to get some new advertising light, 
but also because of what is called the “Big 
List.’ printed in the pages of the journal. 

This list is as earefully kept by the mer- 
ehant as any schedule of railroad rates or 
manufacturers’ discount lists. 

The bill poster and distributor that ts 
represented in the official paper is the bas‘s 
of mv talk. When you go to a bank as a 
stranger to eash a check, you are required 
to be identified, or rather to prove your 
responsibility and right to the money. I 
present the bill poster to a prospective ad- 
vertiser as an endorsement of standing, as 
a eredential and as an evidence of good 
faith from the Association. 

It isn’t half as hard to convince an ad- 
vertiser that bill posting and distributing 
will improve his business as it is to con 
vinee him that he will get service, and The 
Rill Poster is an evidence of your existence 
and responsibility, and as such should have 
your undivided support,
